As a Protest Against England's Educa-

London, May 23—One of the biggest 


demonstrations in the history of Lon- 
don occurred this afternoon at Hyde 
Park as a protest against the govern- 
ment's education bill. Seven hundred 
thousand persons participated. The

through the leading thoroughfares of 
the city. 
The procession presented 


an extraordinary 
spectacle with its 


moving masses of black coated march- 
ers. The bill is an attempt to abolish 
all Catholic and other

Advorato yesterday, Kaiser was found 
in an iin<-on,sciotis condition near the 
Big Four track's at Lawrenccburg on 
Friday, but the girl's body wa-s not 
discovered till today. 


After regaining consciousness, Kai- 


ser said that a ne^ro had assaulted 
him with a club and carried his daugh- 
ter into the. woods nearby.

Nature's Cnriona Tree Law.

Let us obsen'e a law common to all 


trees.

Whenever a stem sends forth a branch 
and a branch sends off a smaller bough, 
bud or stem, they remain the same in 
diameter, and the original stem will 
increase rather than diminish until its 
next branch starts. No bough, branch 
or stem ever narrows near its extrem- 
ity except where it parts with a por- 
tion of its substance by sending off 
another branch or stem. 


All trees are alike in this respect, and

In 
these forests there is life more diversi- 
fied than in the primeval forests of the 
tropics. Spiders and \vormlike iiniinalg 
of enormous size, infusoria:, crabs, sea 
urchins, shells, crustaceans, starfish, 
turtles and millions of other living 
things of all kinds find their food in the 
equally varied plant life of the deep 
sea. 


A curious circumstance connected 


•with deep sea fish is that noue of these 
has ever been brought up alive. Re- 
cent deep sea explorations reveal the 
fact that the ocean still contains im- 
measurable treasures which await de- 
velopment and utilization by human 
inventiveness. The most fertile acre 
of cultivated land is a sterile desert 
compared with one acre of the surface 
of the deep sea bottom. 


Wet Shoes. 


The usual—and the wrong way—of 


treating wet boots is to take them off 
and put them on the fender or the radi- 
ator to dry. This method spoils the 
boots. Too much heat cracks and hard- 
ens leather. 


Another wrong way is to stand them 


on their soles anywhere to dry. 


The proper way is to place the boots, 


soles upward, near enough to the fire 
to dry slowly and properly, but not to 
steam during the drying. 


The soles should always be turned 


upward, even when the boots are only 
a little wet, for this way enables the 
air to reach the wettest part of the 
leather first,—American Queen. 


The Colo«»UB of nil odes. 


The Colossus of Rhodes, a bronze 


statue, was 105 feet high. It was made 
by Chares, who, aided by an army of 
workmen, consumed twelve years in 
Its construction. It remained in posi- 
tion in the harbor of Rhodes for sixty- 
six years and was thrown down by an 
earthquake B. C. 224. It lay on the 
groQnd 8!)4 years and was sold to a 
Jew for old metal. He carried away 
900 camel loads, or about 720,000 
pounds, of bronze.

No Burglar Killed Hiss Reichlin-Man is Under Sus- 


picion-Talk of Special Grand Jury-Status 


Of the Hysterious Case. 


Cleveland, Ohio, May 23—Affairs in 


the Reichlin murder mystery seem to 
be nearing a crisis. It is not unlikely 
that a special session of the grand

live Jake Mintz, after working on the 
case for several days, found circum- 
stantial evidence which he has care- 
fully silted and put together in what 
ho considers a very strong chain. Ac- 
cording to his view the evidence seems 
to point unmistakably to one man as 
the murderer. La&t evening he obtain- 
ed evidence which, if it fits into the 
chain as he expects, will make it dif- 
ficult to doubt that his solution is cor- 
rect. 
He stated that he believed he 


could induce the authorities of Lorain 
county to call a special session of the 
grand jury to indict the man whom he 
believes to be guilty. If his demand 
is refused IVIintz says that he will drop 
the case. 


Prosecutor Stroup and Mayor King 


came 
to Cleveland to confer with 


Mintz. He laid before them his evi- 
dence. 
They were profoundly im- 


pressed. 
They admitted that his in- 


ferences seemed 
well founded, 
but 


doubted that the facts were sufficient 
to indict. 


Prosecutor Stroup said that he did 


not feel justified in calling a special 
meeting of the grand juryand preferr- 
ed to wait until the regular fall term. 


After the Prosecutor had returned 


to Elyria 
Mintz received 
evidence 


which he believes will have a direct 


bearing on the case. It is in the na- 
ture of an article which he suspects 
belonged 
to Agatha Reichiin and 


which was found, clotted with blood, 
in a place near the scene of the mur- 


lion that will destroy trusts and we 
•.-.penally demand the enactment of 
legislation placing upon the free li'st 
of the tariff all goods and merchandise 
controlled by the trusts, and we de- 
nounce the professed efforts of the Re- 
publican party to destroy trusts as be- 
ing wholly insincere and hypocritical.

Mintz hunted 
up, in Cleveland, a 


professional thief of international rep- 
utation, induced him to go to Lorain 
and give his opinion on the case, es- 
pecially as regarded the burglar the- 
ory. 
Mintz took 
him over all the 


ground and then asked him whether 
or not a burglar had killed 
Agatha 


Reichlin. "No," was the reply, "not 
even a bungling burglar. 
I know the 


business thoroughly and I am certain 
that it was not a burglar who commit- 
ted this crime."

The ordinary playing cards of today 


are derived from a stick game sup- 
posed to have originated in this coun- 
try. Fifty small sticks are a p:u-k. The 
"game" was originally for the player 
to divide the sticks rapidly with "his 
two hands, the opponent guessing 
which hand held the larger number. 


Owners of sticks spent rainy days in 


rarving them. The Asiatics borrowed 
the game and carved more elaborate 
counters out of ivory. Those wit!) dif- 
ferent carvings grew to have difterent 
"values. Arranging them in groups of 
fours made it ner-cssary to .idd two to 
the original number. Then thm slabs 
of ivory began to be use d. 


For centuries after this all playing 


cards v.-ere band painted, at lirst ou 
ivory or metal, afterward on card- 
board. The pictures, at firbt legendary 
heroes and ladies, gradually became the 
fix?d, wood faced caricatures we now 
know, and these, coming back to Amer- 
ica in their westward journey around 
the world, find our Pacific coast Indi- 
ans still juggling the same kind of 
sticks their forefathers used.— New 
York World.

The Word "Star* atlon." 


The word "starvation"' was introduc- 


ed into the English language by its 
coiner, Henry Dunclas, afterward Vis- 
count Melville. It was originally used 
by him in a speech in parliament ou 
the American debate in 1775 and was 
immediately caught up and applied to 
himself in a political nickname, so that 
he was known thenceforward as "Star- 
vation" Dund.is.'' 


"I shall not,'' such was his declara- 


tion, "wait for the advent of starva- 
tion from Edinburgh to settle my judg- 
ment." 


Before the time of Dundas "starve,1 


"star\ing," "starved" and "starveling" 
were in use, but hunger or famine rep- 
resented the state of starvation. 


Although this word has now an es- 


tablished place in our vocabulary, it 
was at first vigorously opposed by 
many, and on just grounds, as of l»y- 
brul formation. 
The root "starve" ia 


old English, while the ending, "ation," 
is Latin. It docs not appear in any 
English dictionaries until the year 1809.

THE SCOLD'S BRIDLE. 


Brutal Punishment to Which Women 


Were Once Subjected. 


The brank, or scold's bridle, or gos- 


sip's bridle, was neither more nor loss 
:han a muzzle. It was in general use 
n Great Britain from the sixteenth to 
the eighteenth century, and in Scot- 
land as well women were muzzled for 
certain offenses, some at least of them 
more imaginary than real. The instru 
ment of torture, even a dog's leather 
muzzle, is uncomfortable; how much 
more the scold's muzzle? It consisted, 
according to a Mgh authority, Mr. W. 
Jewitt, of a kind of crown or frame- 
work of iron, which was locked upon 
the head, and it was armed in front 
with a gag, a piate or a sharp cutting 
knife or point, which was placed in the 
poor woman's mouth so as to prevent 
her moving her tongue, or it was so 
placed that if she did move it or at- 
tempt to speak it was cut in a most 
frightful manner. With this cage up- 
on ber head and with the gag firmly 
pressed and locked against her tongue 
the miserable creature, whose sole of- 
fending perhaps was that she raised 
her voice in defense of her social rights 
against a brutal and besotted husband 
or had, spoken honest truth of some 
one high in office in her town, was pa- 
raded through the streets, led by a 
chain by the hand of a bellman, the 
beadle or the constable or chained to 
the pillory, the whipping post or mar- 
ket cross, to be subjected to every con- 
ceivable insult and degradation, with- 
out even the power left her of asking 
for mercy or of promising amendment 
for the future, and when the punish- 
ment "was over she was turned out 
from the town hall or the place where 
the brutal punishment had been in- 
flicted, maimed, disfigured, bleeding, 
faint and degraded, to be the subject 
of comment and jeering among her 
neighbors and to be reviled by her per- 
secutors.—Fireside Magazine.

On an average a hen's egg is two 


and a quarter inches long and one and 
three-quarter inches wide at the broad- 
est point and weighs two ounces.

How File* Are Able to Taste. 


The proboscis of the fly and tho 


tongues of bees and aiits are furnished 
with numerous delicate hairs set in mi- 
nute pits. These ;nv perhaps connected 
with the organ of taste; but. though 
the exact locality of this sense in in- 
sects is uncertain, we know that the 
groups of cells in {he tongues of ani- 
mals called ta«tc bulbs form hi part 
the ends of the organ of taste. These 
vary iu number, increasing in the high- 
er animals. They are very close and 
exceedingly mur.croiis in man. while 
the tongue of even the cow has some 
So.OOO taste bulbs. 


It would be interesting to know 


whether each special taste excites a 
spot-in! croup of nerves and that only, 
thus corresponding to tho auditory 
nerves. 
Th<>«o tasto bulbs were dis- 


covered in 1807. Each one consists of 
two kiwis of cells, one sot forming an 
or.t-r protective covering, through an 
opening in which project from five to 
ten of tho truo tu«t<» coll*. Though im- 
portant, they arc not apparently an es- 
sential part of the ornaii, for birds and 
reptiles have none, but neither have 
they a keen souse of taste, except per- 
haps the parrot.—Chambers' Journal.

The Republican county convention

The resolutions commend President 
Roosevelt's official acts, commend Sen 
ator Hanna and Senator Foraker, in 
dorse the candidacy of Senator Over 
turn for a nomination for a seconc 
term, and indorse Mark Hanna for an 
other term as Senator. The resolu 
tions instruct the delegates to the 
state convention to work for and vote 
for "Colonel M. M. Gillett, for the of- 
fice of Auditor of State, and commend 
him to the voters of Ohio as a man 
able, competent and fearless in the 
discharge of his duty." The Russian 
government was condemned because 
of the Jewish massacres.

Siegfried condemned 


Auditor Guilbert because of his having 
been 21 years an office holder and hav- 
ing spent 16 years in the state audi- 
tor's office.

a third term candidate could be elect- 
ed and suggested that Colonel Gillett 
or his representatives be permitted to 
name the delegates and alternates to 
the state convention. 
Mr. Siegfried

must be killed before Hanna's re-elec- 
tion would be assured..,

It was decided that the central com 


mittee should meet for organization 
and for the election of the executive 
committee on Saturday, July 25th. The 
convention then adjourned.
